This letter sets forth the full and complete plea offer to your client, Juan Cruz. This offer 
is bindin.

This plea offer will expire on 
futS 2oU U^^^^^^^ 'he executed letter will itself become the plea agreement. The terms 

of the offer are as follows : 



Tiian Cruz's Oh li pations. Ack nowledgments and Waivers: 



1 Your dient, Juan Cruz, agrees to admit guilt and enter a plea of guilty in the District Court 
of the D strict^f Coli^nbia to Travel with Intent to Engage in Illicit Sexual Conduct, in violation of 
t!^ i?rS C §2^) as set forth in the attached hiformation. It is understood that the guilty 
n^a willt^Ld on a^^^^^^^ admission of guilt to the offense charged to be made before the Coun 
hv rCi^ id ^iU be enters in accordance with Rule 11 of the Federal Rules of Cnmmal 
P^^edureMrCmz agrees that the attached "Statement of the Offonse" fairly and accurately 
Ses M; Cm^s actions and involvement in the offense charged m the Infom.afon. 

2 Mr Cruz understands that pursuant to Title 1 8 U.S.C. Sections 2423(b) ,3583 (b)U ) and 
3571 the m^imum sentence that c^n be imposed is thirty years' imprisonment, a fine of up to 
$250 000 ^XTa five-year term of supervised release, hi addition, your client agrees to pay a 
SecTasiTn o? felony conviction fo the Clerk of the United States Distnct Court fo 

rDistnTorCoh^^^^ prior to the date of sentencing. Your cUent further understands hat your 

ifem x^^ be sen^ced according to 18 U.S.C. Sections 3553(a) and 3553(c) through (f), upon 

conlrraion of the United States Sentencing Guidelines Manual ("Sentencing Guidelines ), which 
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will apply to determine your client's guideline range. Your client also understands that pursuant to 
18 U S C Section 3571 and Section 5E1.2 of the Sentencing Guidelines, the Court may also impose 
a fine that is sufficient to pay the federal government the costs of any impnsonment, term of 
supervised release and period of probation. 

3 Your client agrees not to object to the Government's recommendation to the Court at the 
time of the plea of guilty in this case that, pursuant to 18 U.S.C. Section 3143, your chenl be 
detained without bond pending your client's sentencing in thi s case . 

4 In entering this plea of guilty, your chent understands and agrees to waive certain rights 
afforded to your client by the Constitution of the United States and/or by statute, mcludmg: the right 
against self-incrimination with respect to the offense(s) to which your client is pleading guilty; the 
right to an indictment; the right to be tried by a judge sitting without a jury; the right to be assisted 
by an attorney at trial; and the right to confi-ont and cross-examine witaesses. Your chent further 
agrees that the District Judge should make any sentencing determinations. 

5 Your client understands that the sentence in this case will be imposed in accordance with 
18 U S C Sections 3553(a) and 3553(c) through (f), upon consideration of the Umted gtates 
^.r,t.nrin^ r.nm mission's Guidelines Manual . Your client further understands that the sentence to 
be imposed is a matter solely within the discretion of the Court. Your client acknowledges that the 
Court is not obUgated to follow any recommendation of the Government at the time of sentencing. 

6 The government agrees not to oppose a sentence at the low end of the applicable 
sentencing guideline range. However, if in this plea agreement the Government has agreed to 
recommend or refrain fi-om recommending to the Court a particular resolution of any sentencing 
issue the Government reserves its right to full allocution in any post-sentence litigation m order to 
defend the Court's ultimate decision on such issues. Your client further understands that the 
Government retains its full right of allocution in connection with any post-sentence motion which 
maybe filed in this matter and/or any proceeding(s) before the Bureau of Prisons. In addition, your 
client acknowledges that the Government is not obligated and does not intend to file any downward 
departure sentencing motion, or any post-sentence downward departure motion in this case pursuant 
to Rule 35(b) of the Federal Rules of Criminal Procedure. 

7 Your client understands and agrees that your client will not be allowed to move to 
withdraw the guilty plea entered under this agreement solely because of the harshness of the sentence 
imposed. Such a motion to withdraw shall constitute a breach of this agreement. 

8. Your client acknowledges and agrees that pursuant to 18 U.S.C. §§ 3563, 3583, and 42 
U S C § 1407 1 he is required to register as a sex offender as a mandatory condition of probation and 
or supervised release. Specifically, your client must report the address where he will reside and any 
subsequent change of residence to the probation officer responsible for his supervision and he must 
register in any State where he resides, is employed, carries on a vocation, or is a student. 
Additionally your cUent agrees that as a term of this agreement, and as a specific term of probation 
or supervised release, he will register a current address, fingerprints and current photograph with the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation for inclusion in its national sexual offender database. He further 
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agrees that he will notify the FBI and the State in which he establishes a new residence, not later than 
10 days after he establishes a new residence, of the change, and will register a current address, 
fingerprints and photograph with the FBI and the State. 

The novemment's Obligations. Acknowl edpments and Waivers : 

9 Subject to other paragraphs in the agreement, the United States will not bring any 
additional criminal charges against Mr. Cruz in the United States District Court for the Distmt of 
Columbia or the Superior Court of the District of Columbia for the conduct set forth m the 
^formation. The agreement not to prosecute Mr. Cruz does not extend to any additional federa or 
local crimes of violence as those terms are defined in 18 U.S.C. § 16 and D.C. Code § 23-1331(4). 
It is understood that the United States has no evidence, as of the date of the agreement, of any crimes 
of violence involving Mr. Cruz other than the instant offense. 

10 The Government agrees that the base offense level for the crimes to which your chcni 
is pleading guilty should be decreased by three levels based upon your client's acceptance ol 
responsibility and will file a motion with the Court, pursuant to Section 3E1 . 1 , provided that your 
dient cooperates and is truthfiil and candid during the pre-sentence investigation, and does not 
attempt to obstruct justice, deceive, withhold, or otherwise mislead any law enforcement agent, the 
Court the Probation Office or the Government concerning any issue relevant to the imposition ot 
sentence. Your client agrees not to seek any decreases in your client' s base offense level other than 
those which are agreed to by the Govermnent in this paragraph. Your client further agrees^not to 
seek a downward departure for any reason fi-om the otherwise applicable guideline range established 
bv the Sentencing Guidelines. Your cUent understands and acknowledges that the position of the 
Govermnent with respect to your client's base offense level, like any other recommendation made 
bv the United States Attorney's Office at the time of sentencing, is not bmding on the Probation 
Office or the Court, neither of which are parties to this agreement. Your client understands and 
acknowledges that the failure of the Court to sentence your dient in accordance with the terms ot 
this paragraph shall not be gromids for your cUent to withdraw his/her the plea of guilty in this case. 



General Conditions 



1 1 This letter sets forth the entire understanding between the parties and constitutes the 
complete plea agreement between your client and the United States Attorney's Office for the District 
of Columbia. This agreement supersedes all prior understandings, promises, agreements, or 
conditions, if any, between this Office and your client. 

12 This agreement only binds the United States Attorney's Office for the District of 
Columbia' It does not bind any other United States Attorney's Office or any other office or agency 
of the United States Govermnent, including, but not limited to, the Tax Division of the United States 
Departmem of Justice, the Mtemal Revenue Service of the United States Department of he Treasury , 
or any state or local prosecutor. These individuals and agencies remam free to prosecute your client 
for any offense(s) committed within their respective junsdidions. 
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1 3 There are no other agreements, promises, understandings or undertakmgs between your 
Ghent and this Office . Your cUent understands and acknowledges that there can be no vahd addition 
or alteration to this agreement unless the modification is made on the record in open Court or made 
in a writing signed by all of the parties.
